During 2009 (fiscal year 2010), the Organization discovered that a former employee had misappropriated assets 
of approximately $2 million through payments and w ires to unauthorized accounts and vendors betw een 2001 
and 2009 The Organization's Board of Directors promptly engaged a forensic auditor to conduct an investigation, 
notified federal law enforcement authorities, filed appropriate insurance claims, conducted an internal review , and
